■ HOLLAND, SIGNAL SUPERVISOR FOR THE DALLAS UNION. TERMINAL RAILROAD, 
WAS STANDING ON THE TRIPLE UNDERPASS WHEN THE PRESIDENTIAL MOTORCADE 
CAtS; UNDER FIRE ABOUT A HALF-BLOCK AWAY AND HEADING TOWARD THE 
UNDERPASS. • . . ' 

■EE SAID IK AN INTERVIEW YESTERDAY THAT ONE AND POSSIBLY TWO SHOTS 
WERE FIRED AT THE MOTORCADE FROM BEHIND A WOODEN Fi;iJCE ADJACENT TO 
THE UNDERPASS' AND SOME 15Q FEET FROM. WHERE HE WAS STANDING.

N" THE W^ARREN REPORT CONCLUDED THAT THREE SHOTS WERE FIRED AT TIE 
MGTGECADE, ALL BY LEe’kARVEY OSWALD FROM THE TEXAS SCHOOL BOOK 
DEPOSITORY. THAT BUILDING IS AT THE OTHER END OF THE BLOCK FROM IKE 
OVERPASS AND THE' WOODEN FENCE. . 

BULLETS FIRED! FROM THE DEPOSITORY WOULD HAVE STRUCK THE MOTORCADE 
FROM BpiND, WHEREAS SHOTS FIRED FROM THE FENCE WOULD HAVE COME FROM 
THE FRONT. SHOTS FROM BOTH PLACES WOULD HAVE PUT THE MOTORCADE . 

IN A CROSSFIRE, AND MEANT THAT MORE THAN ONE ASSASSIN WAS INVOLVED.

THAT HAD BEEN BACKED UP TO THE FENCE, ¥KEN HE RAN TO THE VEHICLE 


IMMEDIATELY 


AFTER THE SHOOTING. 


”IT HAD RAINED TKA.I MORNING, IF A MAN WANTED TO SHOOT OVER THE 
FENCE, HE PROBABLY. WOULD HAVE HAD TO STAND ON THAT BUMPER," 

HE SAID HE NOTICED FRESH FOOTPRINTS' NEAR THE STATION WAGON THAT 
DID'- NOT CLEARLY LEAD AWAY FRQM'THE AREA. 


"A MAN COULD HAVE GOTTEN INTO THE TRUNK OF A CAR PARKED NEARBY 
AND HIDDEN 'HIMSELF, OR HE MIGHT HAVE JUST GOT LOST IN THE CONFUSION, 
I COULDN’T TELL YOU," HE SAID. 
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
